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Couple’s anger at 
rubbish ‘eyesore’ 


AN ELDERLY couple battling 
against cancer have hit out over 
rubbish left outside their home 
that they say is an eyesore and 
claim is infested with rats. 

Tony Clarke, 79, and his 76-year-old 
wife, Milly, who have both been 
travelling to Addenbrooke’s for 
treatment, want the fenced-off pile of 
builders’ waste to be removed. 

For the past five months, the large 
compound surrounded by metal fencing has 
been sited on a grassy area next to their 
home. Despite numerous efforts, they have

failed to discover why it has been left there so 
long or when it will be moved. 

Mr Clarke, who has lived in his home at 
Tower Court, Haverhill, for more than 50 
years, said when it was first put up the 
compound had two offices, building 
materials and a portable toilet inside. Now it 
has only one office building, which has never 
been used, and piles of rubbish. 

Mr Clarke said: “I have spoken to several

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people about it but never got anywhere. 
When the men told me they were working at 
Kedington and Stansfield I was really angry. 

“What must they be paying people to travel 
backwards and forward to bring their rubbish 
back here? It is an eyesore and at the moment 
it is really infested with rats because of the big 
piles of rubbish there. 

“They put it here before when Havebury 
were doing some work and they were going to 
put it right outside my window until I told 
them not to. It was taken away for a few 
months, and then they put it back. 

“It has not been used at all for about a 
month but someone must be paying for it to 
be there. If it is Havebury or the council, then 
I am paying for it. 

“It is a real mess and I cannot see why it 
needs to be there. Neither of us is in the best 
of health and we could do without it.” 

Philip Sullivan, Havebury director of 
operations, said: “I apologise for any 
inconvenience caused to tenants by the 
storage area at Tower Court. 

“It was put up by our contractors, Mitie 
Property Services, as they undertake 
important re-roofing and rendering work to 
90 Havebury homes at a number of locations. 

“Currently, the compound contains a toilet, 
wooden pallets and two containers which is a 
reduction in size from the initial facilities 
provided for their workforce. 

“The storage area, which fully complies 
with health and safety regulations, will be 
moved from Tower Court on September 7, as 
Mitie moves work to another location.”

Suicide verdict on 
hanged council boss 


A SENIOR Suffolk council officer 
who took his own life was under 
“intense pressure” as his 
authority made budget cuts, an 
inquest has heard. 

David White, head of legal services at 
Suffolk County Council, was found 
hanged in Butley Woods, near 
Woodbridge, on April 4, just days after 
being appointed to the post on a 
permanent basis. He had worked for the 
council for 20 years. 

His suicide sparked an independent 
investigation into the alleged “dom¬ 
ineering” management style of the 
council’s chief executive Andrea Hill. 

Mrs Hill has since been cleared of any 
blame but left the council by mutual 
consent. 

An inquest at IP-CityCentre, Ipswich, 
has heard Mr White had played a key 


role in overseeing a 30 per cent cut to 
council budgets and had raised concerns 
over the integrity of consultations over 
the cuts. 

He had also seemed “uncomfortable” 
at telling Mrs Hill that some decisions 
would be unlawful, his manager Eric 
Whitfield said in a written statement. 

In a suicide note read to the inquest, 
Mr White wrote: “Dear Andrea, I just 
wanted you to know that my death is not 
in any way or sense directed at you 
personally or meant as a comment on 
your leadership of the council or the new 
strategic direction. 

“It is simply that I have been unable to 
cope with the demands being placed 
upon me.” 

The inquest heard from colleagues 
who said Mr White had been concerned 
about the integrity of the council. Mr 
Whitfield, who was assistant director of 


scrutiny and monitoring at the council 
but left shortly before Mr White’s death, 
said Mr White had worked diligently on 
the cuts programme. 

Mr White’s wife, Susan, said in a 
statement that her husband had always 
worked in stressful roles and regularly 
worked on Saturday and Sunday 
mornings to cope with his heavy 
workload. 

She said that in the days leading up to 
his death she “realised he was under 
stress about work” but did not worry as 
he had always worked hard. 

She described the 51-year-old father 
of two, of Rushmere St Andrew, Suffolk, 
as a sociable, quiet and gentle man who 
enjoyed being with his family. 

Peter Dean, Greater Suffolk coroner, 
recorded a verdict of suicide, saying it 
was clear Mr White understood the 
consequences of his actions.

A FACTORY worker from 
Haverhill who beat up his 
partner has been made the 
subject of a restraining order. 

Keith Brown, 53, appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court on Tuesday 
after admitting at a previous 
hearing to an offence of assault by 
battery 

Judge John Holt granted a 
restraining order banning Brown 
from having any contact with his 
victim or from entering the Bull 
public house in Camps Road, 
Haverhill, for the next five years. 

Brown was arrested and charged 
following an incident in Haverhill 
on May 3 last year in which he 
repeatedly struck his victim’s head 


against a wall. 

The assault had begun in a 
bedroom where Brown had pushed 
the woman, causing her to fall and 
strike her head against a wall. 

The attack continued in the 
living room where she was pushed 
several times so that her head hit a 
wall and she was pushed over 
backwards. 

Prosecutor Michael Crimp said 
that Brown then knocked his 
victim to the ground where he 
kicked her in the stomach and ribs, 
while verbally abusing her. 

She was later taken to hospital to 
be examined and prescribed 
painkillers. 

Mr Crimp said that 10 years 
earlier Brown had been convicted 


of a domestic assault against a 
different woman. 

Lynne Shirley, defending, said 
that Brown, of Aragon Road, 
Haverhill, had had time to reflect 
on his actions and had learned 
from what he had done. 

He had now not been in contact 
with the woman for more than a 
year. 

Brown had worked for a paint 
manufacturer in Haverhill for six 
years and was the only person at 
the plant who could do the job he 
did involving the mixing and 
tinting of paint. 

There was concern that if Brown 
was ordered to be electronically 
tagged to enforce a curfew as part 
of his punishment, the device 


could pose a safety risk at the paint 
factory where there were highly 
inflammable substances and 
invalidate the company’s 
insurance cover. 

Judge John Holt told Brown: 
“This was a serious incident of 
domestic violence, all the more 
serious because your previous 
history before the courts has an 
earlier incident of domestic 
violence 10 years ago on a different 
person.” 

Brown will remain under 
probation service supervision for 
12 months, have to carry out 250 
hours of unpaid community work, 
pay £500 compensation to his 
victim and £200 prosecution costs.

Man on riot-related charge 


A HAVERHILL man has 
appeared in court charged with 
an offence related to the rioting 
in English cities earlier this 
month.

Chisnall: “As you have heard, 
the prosecution need more 
time to deal with this matter, so 
it is going to be adjourned until 
the September 9. 

“Until that time, you are on 
unconditional bail." 

Before Chisnall’s next court 
appearance, a senior lawyer 
will review the case, and the 
offence the defendant has been 
charged with could change.

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Return to his acting roots 


Acting legend Sir Ian McKellen is appearing 
on stage in Cambridge until Saturday, Here 
he talks to Clair Chamberlain about his 
latest role and why the city's Arts Theatre 
remains a special place to him

Y OU’RE over in the UK to play 
the part of Mafia lord Don 
Antonio in Eduardo De 
Filippo’s The Syndicate. What 
appealed to you about this play, and 
this part in particular? 

It’s a very popular play still in Italy 
and I wanted to do it because I’d been 
in another of his plays, Napoli 
Milionaria, at the National Theatre and 
I remember enjoying Filumena and 
Saturday, Sunday, Monday, also at the 
National Theatre. 

The Syndicate is an enjoyable play to 
be in because it uses quite a large group 
of actors. There are many old friends of 
mine in it and the director’s an old 
colleague, Sean Mathias. It’s what I 
enjoy most about acting: working with 
friends and going on tour. I don’t like 
sitting in London in the West End doing 
eight shows a week - I’d much rather be 
off around the country. 

Do you think audiences will feel any 
sympathy for Don Antonio, or is any 
sympathy people may have 
undermined by his eccentric form 
of justice? 

In all Eduardo De Filippo’s plays there 
is a wonderfully exciting plot. You 
never know what’s going to happen 
next, it’s full of surprises. Every 
moment he tricks the audience and is 


always one step ahead so you might 
begin by thinking ‘Oh dear, Don 
Antonio is not the sort of man I’d like 
to meet down a dark alley in Naples, he 
gets involved with violence and so on’. 
But he’s unlike other criminal classes, 
or Mafia as we might like to think of 
him, in that he has a conscience, or he 
says he does, and is trying to stop 
violence rather than get involved with 
it. But it’s not up to me to tell the 
audience what they think. I just play the 
character and I think they’ll like him 
and find him amusing as well as being 
surprised by him and intrigued. 

What do you think the personal 
effect is on Don Antonio when he has 
so many responsibilities and everyone 
wants a piece of him? 

It’s very late in his life, he’s 75 years 
old, he’s had a hard life, he lived abroad 
in America for a long time and got 
involved with the criminal classes, but 
he’s been back in Naples now for 40 
years or more, during which time he’s 
been organising his cohorts to try and 
make the world a better place for the 
disadvantaged people of Naples. It’s 
still the aftermath of the war, when it 
had been occupied by enemy forces, 
and the city hasn’t really got itself back 
into anything that’s properly organised 
and so Don Antonio does his best to 


help people who he thinks the law and 
the establishment have let down. I 
gather it’s still the case in his district 
inner-city of Naples, which is still a 
rather dangerous place to go. So it’s 
fiction but it smacks of the truth and 
what life was really like there. 

It must be difficult to find time to fit 
this kind of activity in around your 
other commitments. How have you 


managed to fit this project into your 
schedule? 

Well the big job I’m doing at the 
moment is filming The Hobbit in New 
Zealand. But before I agreed to return 
to Gandalf, I said ‘Look, I must be able 
to do a play’, because I don’t feel quite 
sustained as an actor unless I’m looking 
forward to doing a play. 

I’ve come back from New Zealand 
especially to do this project and I’m 


just managing to fit it in and do the 
tour. I’m at an age where I think I’m 
still fit. . . but any day now I might 
break an ankle or something might 
happen and I won’t be able to work 
again in the theatre at the rate I do, so 
I’m just very happy to be doing it. 

You began your acting career in 
Cambridge as a student at St 
Catharine’s College. Have you 
performed here much since, and do 
you feel nostalgic about the city and 
its theatres? 

The Cambridge Arts Theatre is a very 
dear place to me. As an undergraduate 
over 50 years ago I worked there 
because we undergraduates were 
allowed to perform in the professional 
theatre every so often. And yes, I’ve 
been back as an actor but this year it’s 
actually 50 years since I left Cambridge 
and I’ve been acting ever since. 
Personally it’s rather appropriate that 
I’m just going back to my roots and I 
haven’t worked there as often as I 
would have liked over the years. I’ve 
been there on and off, helping them 
raise funds sometimes - it’s a theatre 
that needs support. 

Do you think your fame as a film 
actor has brought new audiences to 
the theatre? 

I’ve always hoped that anyone who had 
enjoyed seeing me on film might be 
intrigued to find me in the theatre. I 
know some people are coming over 
from South America.

“To have no children signifies the death of 
ambition: as children fail Macbeth, Macbeth’s 
future fails. That he kills the king is a further 
‘breach in nature’. 

“ It is to cancel love, mock duty, and hack 
down the tree of life. Herein lies the key to 
this new production.”

ONE DAY certificate 12a

BASED on the best-selling book by 
David Nicholls, One Day has been 
described as the romance of the 
modern century, so it’s little surprise 
that the screen adaptation has been 
eagerly anticipated. 

Anne Hathaway and Jim Sturgess 
take the leads as bookish Yorkshire 
lass Emma Morley and charming 
ladies’ man Dexter Mayhew, who 
have a drunken encounter on their 
graduation day in 1988, and make a pact 
to remain friends. 

True to their words, the two friends stay 
in contact throughout the next few years, 
as Dex travels around the world while 
Emma slaves away in a Mexican 
restaurant in London. Their friendship is 
tested, first in 1992, when they decide 
on a spontaneous whim to go on holiday 
together. 

After breaking a number of Em’s rules, 
Dex notes: “Me and you, it would be 
different. We want different things.” 
Despite the friends working in London - 
Dex channelling a young Jonathan Ross 
as his TV career hits a peak, where he 
steals the crown as the “king of car- 
crash TV”, while Em, who is now dating 
stand-up comic Ian (Rate Spall), trains 
as a teacher - they often lose touch 
before reconnecting again. 

Unsurprisingly, the film, directed by Art 
Education’s Lone Scherfig with a script 
by Nicholls, rushes through the 
characters’ lives throughout 20 years, as 



they deal with the joys and heartbreaks 
of life. 

The challenge of the adaptation depends 
largely on the chemistry between 
Hathaway and Sturgess, but all too often, 
her accent distracts from that. 

Hathaway - who has been described as 
too ’glamorous’ for the part - does a 
pretty good job, although she switches 
between Yorkshire and London accents, 
with her American twang slipping out in 


certain scenes. The casting of Sturgess 
is a surprise but rather spot on. 

Although Spall steals the show as Ian, 
the other characters, such as Romola 
Garai as Dex’s wife Sylvie and Patricia 
Clarkson as his mother, feel largely 
underused. 

The book is so well-loved that it is tough 
to do it justice, but despite everything, 
it’s an able adaptation capturing the spirit 
of the original, which fans will still enjoy. 
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Spring into bulb season

T HE heat of summer may be 
fading, but if you want 
your borders and pots to 
sizzle in spring, you’ll need to 
start planting bulbs from now 
through to autumn. 

Whether you prefer drifts of 
snowdrops, daffodils, crocuses or 
bluebells, ‘lasagne’ plantings of layers of 
bulbs in containers to give you colour 
through spring or just a few simple 
species tulips or muscari in your rockery, 
there’s room for bulbs in every garden, no 
matter what the setting. 

Visit your local garden centre in late 
summer and autumn to get the best 
selection of blooms or order some bulb 
catalogues to plan your colour scheme. 

Be adventurous in your choice, as 
there’s so much more on offer than just 
the standard narcissi, tulips and 
snowdrops. 

Chris Ireland-Jones, owner of specialist 
Avon Bulbs (www.avonbulbs.co.uk, tel 
01460 242 177), says that if he could only 
plant one bulb type this autumn it would 
be the Camassia ‘Electra’, with its huge 
lilac blue flowers blooming in late April. 
Growing to lm (3ft), it will sit happily

in a border in sun or shade and, unlike 
many other bulbs, it likes heavy soil. 

Bulbs should be planted 5in (12cm) 
deep, 6-12in (15-30cm) apart in humus- 
rich, moisture-retentive soil, in a spot 
which won’t dry out until mid-summer. 

“It flowers for a lot longer than other 
camassias, likes heavy soil and virtually 
nothing kills it,” he enthuses. 

“Camassias are underrated bulbs. 
Planted among other herbaceous 
perennials which flower later, they 
provide a lift in the season and can also 
be used as meadow plants in open 
conditions like grass.” 

Fans of wood anemones should check 


out A. nemorosa ‘Blue Centred Double’ 
and others in a new, wider range from 
Broadleigh Bulbs (www.broadleigh 
bulbs.co.uk, tel 01823 286 231). It’s a 
large-flowered double wood anemone 
with delicate blue backs and a tiny blue 
centre and requires partial shade. 

Grape hyacinths (muscari) have 
historically had a bad press because they 
are invasive, popping up all over the 
place, but the ‘Magic’ group including 
‘White Magic’ are fantastic for growing 
in pots, as is M. ‘Mount Hood’, with its 
dark blue flowers and white top. It’s also 
suited to a rock garden or sunny bank, 
flowering in April, and looks great 


partnered with small species tulips and 
aubrieta. 

This year’s Spring Flowering Bulb of 
the Year is the bold and striking Narcissus 
‘Thalia’, following much debate at the 
annual election hosted by The 
International Flower Bulb Centre. 

It was voted for its ability to thrive in 
light and in shade and for its multiple 
sweetly scented flowers which bloom in 
May. Growing to 1ft (30cm) in height, it’s 
ideal for planting in borders or containers, 
as well as around trees and under shrubs. 
Plant it in well-drained soil, roughly three 
times the bulb’s height deep, between 
September and the end of November and 
ideally in a sunny or only partially shady 
spot. 

It’s a myth that you can’t plant tulips 
with daffodils. However, they should 
never be placed together in a vase because 
when you cut daffodils they release a 
slimy substance containing bacteria which 
will affect tulips, reducing their staying 
power as a cut flower. 

A number of new multi-flowering 
tulips, including ‘Aquila’ and 
‘Cartouche’, which produce at least four 
full-size flowers per stem, have just been 
introduced by specialist bulb suppliers, P. 
de Jager & Sons (www.dejager.co.uk, or 
phone 01622 840229 for a free 
catalogue). 

Spring bulbs must be planted in the 
autumn because they require a sustained 
dormant period of cold temperatures to 
stimulate root development. They 
generally like light, well-drained soil and 
if you’re putting them in containers, place 
crocks in the pot and mix your compost 
with a handful of sand or grit before 
planting. 

Narcissi are best planted in September, 


while tulips should be planted in late 
October and November. 

If you are planting your bulbs in 
containers, never allow the pot to rest on 
the ground or the water will seep in from 
below and soak them, making them rot. 
They should always be placed on a free- 
draining stand or on pot feet and if you 
want a fuller display, pack them in tightly. 
Water them and place the pot outdoors. 

You can put the pots in a sheltered spot 
near to the house so that they don’t 
become completely waterlogged over the 
winter, although tulips need to have 
moisture throughout the cooler months or 
they’ll end up short and stumpy. 

For an eye-catching display of colour 
on the patio or by a wall, go for single 
colours of the same flower; but if you 
want to be a bit more adventurous you 
can go for, say, a sizzling display of red 
and yellow tulips, pansies and 
wallflowers, planted in stages from late 
summer to mid-spring. 

The best bulbs for growing in pots are 
the ones which are naturally more 
compact, such as hyacinths, dwarf 
narcissi and Tulipa fosteriana. 

Farge-flowered daffodils and tulips 
tend to look a bit top heavy in pots and 
are prone to being knocked over by strong 
winds. 

If you have large containers and want a 
succession of blooms, go for the ‘lasagne’ 
layered scheme, planting the larger bulbs 
such as tulips and narcissi lower down 
and dwarf bulbs such as crocuses and 
dwarf irises near the top. 

Once your bulbs are over, keep feeding 
them after the flowers die and then you 
can plant them out in the garden where 
they should flower the following year, 
provided you plant them deeply enough.
